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Death oi‘ Samuel L. Lipscomb 
Saturday Night. 


AN JNYESriGiTlON HAD. 


Coroner McCiuney to Hold An Inquest 
Vl'iib a View to Ascertaming* 
A ll tbe Facts, 


The death of Samuel L. Lips­ 
comb at hiR h^me Saturday night, 
of what the attending physicians 
gave to the press as uraemic poisDn- 
ing, furnished the principal topic 
of conversation in town Sunday, 
owing to the sensational circum­ 
stances surrounding his demise. 
It had been an open secret 
for 
several days that Mr. Lipscomb 
was laid up at home from injuries 
alleged to have been inflicted by 
his brother-in-1 iw, John W . Bald­ 
win 
(they having 
married the 
Misses DeHaven), January 29th, 
but a fatal termination was not an­ 
ticipated until the latter part of 
the week, when the patient’s con­ 
dition became truly alarming. 
The D e m o c r a t was apprised of 
the difficulty at the time it oc­ 
curred, and the details were given 
the paper Saturday night by Dr. 
Cowan and W . D. Steele, but it 
was deemed best not to lay the 
whole unfortunate affair before the 
public until there was an official 
investigation. 
Sunday Coroner McCiuney was 
called up by ’phone and asked if an 
autopsy and inquest would be held. 
He answered that he and County 
Attorney Cushman had consulted 
in regard to the matter, but an offi­ 
cial investigation would not be 
held unless it was demanded by 
parties interested. 
The neighbors of the dead man, 
however, did not hesitate to say 
that an autopsy and inquest were 
absolutely nece8?ary to bring out 
the facts in the case, 
and after 
a visit to the home of the deceased, 
this morning. Constable Robb was 
ordered to summon a jury, to hold 
an inquest at the criminal court 
room at 2 o’clock p. m. today, but 
later it was postponed until the 
same hour tomorrow, in order that 
some of the witnesses might attend 
the funeral this afternoon. 
The following gentlemen were 
subpoenaed to comprise the jury : 
E. E. Johnston, W . B . Ilgenfritz, 
Sol Kingsbaker, H. H. Vogts, 
John McFadden and John Dow. 
The body was viewed just before 
noon and adjournment taken until 
2 o’clock tomorrow. 
*In the meantime Dr. McCiuney 
conducted an autopsy at the resi­ 
dence of the deceased, he being as­ 
sisted by Drs. £• A . Wood and 
W . G. Cowan. 


Dr. McCiuney was asked by the 


D e m o c r a t what the post-mortem 
revealed, but was not certain that 
he had a right to make it public in 
advance of the inquest. 
He con­ 
ferred with County Attorney Cush­ 
man, who said there would be no 
impropriety in giving the press the 
desired information. 
Dr. McCiuney then stated that 
the autopsy disclosed nothing that 
would indicate that Mr. Lipscomb’s 
injury had caused his death, and 
Dr. Wood stated that the brain of 
the deceased 
was in nowise af­ 
fected. 


This afternoon at 3 o’clock the 
remains of Mr. Lipscomb were ta­ 
ken to Lamoote, his former home, 


Vvhere burial services were con­ 
ducted by the Rev. Wood, and the 
body was interred by the side of a 
daughter who died several years 
ago. 
The following relatives ac­ 
companied the corpse to its 
last 
resting place: 
Mrs. Lipscomb and four chil­ 
dren, viz : 
Burton, aged 11 years; 
Arthur, 9; Emma, 6, and John S. , 
9 months; Mr. and Mrs. John W , 
Baldwin, 
George 
Fletcher 
and

Mrs. 
James Drake, 
George H. 
Baldwin and wife. 
A telegram was received from 
Charles Lipscomb, a brother of the 
deceased, asking that the remains 
be sent to Independence, K y. , the 
family home, for burial, but the 
widow preferred to have the in­ 
terment at Lamonte. 


A s stated in Sunday’s 
D e m o ­ 


c r a t , few men in Pettis county 
were better known than Sam Lips­ 
comb, and a legion of friends will 
regret to know that he leaves his 
family unprovided for in the way 
of insurance. 
He was for along period a mem­ 
ber of 
Russell 
camp, 
Modern 
Woodmen of America, 
but 
his 
$2, 000 insurance lapsed last No­ 
vember, he not having paid the as­ 
sessment for that month. 
On the Sth inst. Mrs. Lipscomb 
called upon Mr. F. L. Ludemann, 
clerk of Russell camp, for the pur­ 
pose of paying her husband’s de­ 
linquent dues and having him re­ 
instated, as the order permits re­ 
instatement 
within a period of 
sixty days after a beneficiary has 
elapsed, 
provided he is in good 
health. 
Mr. Ludemann did not know all 
of the facts in the case, but ac­ 
cepted the money under protest 
and said he would look it up and 
iee on what date Mr. Lipscomb 
was suspended for non-payment of 
dues. 
Investigation disclosed that eight 
days beyond the sixty days’ limit 
had expired, making reinstatement 
impossible even if Mr. Lipscomb 
had been in good health, so the 
money Mrs. Lipscomb had paid 
was returned to her, with the in­ 
formation that nothing could be 
done in the premises. 


The following witnesses have 
been subpoDuaed so far to testify at 
the coroner’s inquest; 
J. W . Baldwin and wife, Dr. E. 
A . Wood, Dr. W . G. Cowan, E. 
B. Quisenberry and Ralph Manker, 
the two latter of the Sedaiia Print­ 
ing Co.

trouble between Baldwin and Lips­ 
comb, as it is alleged to have been 
related to him by the latter, varies 
materially from the statement of 
Mr. Steele, printed below, but the 


D e m o c r a t docs not desire to give 
it until it is told to the coroner’s 
jury. 
From the best information ob­ 
tainable, no one obtained an ante- 
mortem statement from Mr. Lips­ 
comb. 


Mr. Baldwin was seen in an 
Ohio street barber shop this morn­ 
ing, but declined to be interviewed, 
referring the reporter to his attor­ 
ney, Mr. Steele, for any informa­ 
tion which might be desired. 
The latter was seen at his office 
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and gave the following version of 
the trouble that occurred between 
Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Lipscomb at 
the residence of the former, 511 
West Fourth street: 
“ It was at the dinner hour, Jan­ 
uary 29th, that Lipscomb went to 
Baldwin’s house. 
He was invited 
to sit down at the table and par­ 
take of the meal, but declined. He 
was not expected by Mr. Baldwin, 
and the latter was considerably 
surprised when Sam said that he 
was going to quit the farm 
and 
had come for a settlement, 
“ Sam said he wa^ tired of living 1 
in the country, and blamed Mr. 
Baldwin 
for having taken him 
from what he said was a good job 
to place him on the farm. 
“ Baldwin replied that he had 
never got him to quit his job, but 
had placed him on the farm in or­ 
der that he and his family would 
have a home. 
Baldwin also stated 
that for the past six months he had 
practically supported the family, as 
Sam had gambled away his money 
when he had the other job. 
“ Sam had been sitting down up 
to this time, but he jumped up 
when Baldwin made the statement 
about having supported him and 
his, and said it was a d— d lie. 
As he 
uttered 
the 
words 
he 
rammed 
his 
hand 
‘ into 
his 
overcoat pocket, 
as if to draw 
a weapon(subsequent developments 
showed that he was not armed), 
whereupon Baldwin picked up a 
cane-seated chair and struck him 
upon the side of the head. 
“ The blow knocked Lipscomb 
against a window and a pane of 
glass was broken. 
Quite a gash 
was cut in the right temple and the 
flow of blood was copious. 
“ Dr. Cowan, who lived across 
the street, was ^ent for and dressed 
the wound, and not for an instant 
was it considered serious, as I have 
been informed. ’ 
In explanation of 
the difficulty, Lipscomb told Cowan 
that he (Lipscomb) was alone to 
blame, as he had called Baldwin a 
liar and made a gun play, where­ 
upon Baldwin struck him with the 
chair. 
» 
“ Lipscomb remained at Bald­ 
win’s house a couple of days, and 
then went to The Elks’ hotel on 
the third day. 
If he was ever un­ 
conscious from the blow, I never 
heard of it. ” 
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Dr, E. A. Wood was seen by 
the D e m o c r a t this morning and 
stated that without an autopsy it 
would' be impossible for him to 
say what was the direct cause of 
Lipscomb’s death. 
“ The first I saw of him, ” said 
Dr. 
Wood, 
“ was 
on February 
3d, when he came to my office to 
have his wound, dressed.

of the 5th I visited him at The 
Elks’ hotel.

I made a gun play at Bald­ 
win and he bit me with a chair. ’ ”

E, A. Bran iff has a three-column 
illustrated arlicie in Sun day ’s Kan ­ 
sas City Siar from wiiich the fol­ 
lowin g is taken : 
The presiden t will be asked this 
sprin g to declare about on e million 
acres of gov ern men t lan d in the 
san d . hill coun try of Nebraska a 
forest reserv e. 
If this is don e—an d so far there 
has been on ly the heartiest approv al 
of the scheme—the bureau of for­ 
estry will un dertake the n ov el work 
of tran sformin g what is n ow a bar­ 
ren , san dy , treeless waste in to a 
timbered area which shall be of 
v alue to succeedin g gen eration s. 
An open plain is to be made 
ov er in to a forest. 
A supply of merchan table tim­ 
ber is to be placed within easy 
reach of the farmers of a rich agri­ 
cultural coun try . 
An attempt is to be made to 
moderate 
an d 
temper the hot 
win ds that do such damage to field 
crops. 
The American Forestry associa­ 
tion last December put its ap­ 
prov al on this reserv e ; the bureau 
of forestry , which represen ts the 
most in telligen t ideas of forestry in 
this coun try , is eager to hav e the 
reserv e declared, an d the presiden t, 
as his message clearly shows, is in 
sy mpathy with the plan of makin g 
waste areas productiv e by forestry 
or irrigation . 
If this reserv e is declared, the 
bureau of forestry will un dertake 
the stockin g of the lan d with bull 
pin e—or rock pin e, as it is some­ 
times called—red cedar an d other 
trees which hav e been foun d to do 
well in the coun try . 
The wo rk will pro ceed o n a 
mo derate scale at first. Small plan­ 
tatio ns o f fo ur o r fiv e acres each, 
will pro bably be set o ut in the lo w 
places between the sand hills and 
will be fenced in to keep the cattle 
o ut. 
The idea the ex perts o f the bu­ 
reau ho ld is to ex tend these planta­ 
tio ns gradually , o r allo w them to 
ex tend themselv es, by a so rt o f 
gro up sy stem uutil ultimately they 
shall merge into o ne ano ther and 
co mpletely co v er the who le reserv e.

The Hope diamond is 
a 
portion of a remark able stonebrought 
to France by Travernier and gold to 
Louis XIV. 
The thieves who 
ob­ 
tained the stone in 179 2 apparently 
brok e it into three pieces, of which 
the Hope diamond was the largest; 
but all reappeared 
4igain after a suffi­ 
cient interval of obscurity .— London 
Chronicle.

FINAL HEARING IN MAY.

of City Councils. 


The Chiliicothe Constitution has 
the 
following report 
of 
a 
case 
heard by Judge Alexander on F ri­ 
day involving the 
powers of city 
councils to m ake contracts without 
submitting them to a vote of the 
people : 
“ The People’s Gas and Electric 
company was dealt a solar plexus 
blow and the people scored a sig­ 
nal victory Friday morning when 
Judge Alexander continued in force 
the temporary injunction 
granted 
at the January teim of circuit court 
preventing the city council 
from 
entering into a lighting 
contract 
with the People’s company. 
The 
case will come up at the M ay term 
of court and will be tried on its 
merits. 
The title of the 
case is 
State of Mo. ex rel. John H. T a y ­ 
lor vs. C ity of Chiliicothe. 
“ W hen the case was called for 
hearing Friday morning C ity A t ­ 
torney Paul D . K itt suggested to 
the court that the contract was a 
nullity, because the mayor lefused 
to sign it, and therefore coUld not 
be reached by injunction. 
Judge 
Alexander differed with the city 
attorney as to the law and said 
said that the mayor did right in 
refusing to sign the contract. 
“ C ity Attorney K itt then sug­ 
gested to the court that the council 
might have intended to pass an 
ordinance and submit the question 
to the people. 
Judge Alexander 
replied that the record of the coun- 
til did not so show, and that he 
(K itt) ‘could not blow hot and 
cold with the court at the same 
time. ’ 
“ In reply to a question 
of the 
attorneys for the defense as to the 
propriety of passing an ordinance 
under the city charter and proceed­ 
ing to carry out the contract, Judge 
Alexander promptly replied that 
they had better wait until the case 
was tried on its merits. 
“ The court held that the prose­ 
cuting attorney 
had 
the unques­ 
tioned right to institute such pro­ 
ceedings and that it was his duty 
to do so, when he had knowledge 
that a municipal corporation was 


attempting to carry out a contract 
m violation of charter 
or 
statute 
provisions. 
“ The court distinctly held that 
such a contract was illegal unless a 
legal ordinance was first passed by 
the city council and signed by the 
mayor. 
“ There were many other allega­ 
tions in the petition, among which 
was Sec, 
1342 R . S , 1899, 
re­ 
quiring such contracts to bs ratis- 
fied by a two-thirds vote of the 
people, but the Court held that it 
was not necessary^ to pass on those 
questions at this time, the failure 
of the council to pass a k g a l or­ 
dinance being sufficient to sustain 
the injunction.
